Attorney - General Asserts 
He Acted Before Getting 
Appeal From John L. 


Lewis, to Intervene. 


WASHINGTON, July 13 (AP).— 
Attorney-General Murphy said to- 
day the Department of Justice was 
sending two observe srto Harian 
County to investigate the strife 
in the soft-coal fields. 

At his press conference, the At- 
torney-General said these observers, 
from the department's Civil Liber- 
ties unit, would leave today. 

Arrangements were made to send 
the two, he said, before he reccived 
from John L. Lewis, CIO head, a 
request for intervention in the Har- 
lan dispute where fighting yvester- 
day resulted in the death of one 
miner. 

Lewis earlier had appealed to 
Murphy in a letter declaring that 
Gov. A. B. Chandler was violating 
his oath by using the national 
guard, 

While he did not make a direct 
appeal for White House action 
Lewis said in his letter that “the 
President can act if he is so dis- 
posed.” 

He asserted the President had 
“ample powers to protect the lives 
and liberties” of citizens and that 
“Kentucky and Harlan County, 
after all, are within the United 
States.” 

Chandler is trving to “exact 
vengeance” upon the United Mine 
Workers’ Union, Lewis asserted, be- 
cause the union opposed Chandler 
and supported Senator Alben W. 
Barkley in the contest for Barkley’s 
Senate seat in 1938. The 1938 sen- 
atorial fight, the labor leader said, 
was one of two reasons for Chand- 
ler’s action in calling out the guard. 

The other reason, Lewis said, is 
that Chandler wanted “to repay a 
political debt to a criminal band 
of coal operators, whose previous 
crimes are spread on the sworn 
public records of three authoritative 
governmental agencies.” 

Lewis said in his letter the mine 
workers supported Barkley at the

THREE MEN CONVICTED 
OF $427,000 ROBBERY 


Two Prisoners and Another 
Found Guilty on Convict’s 
Story of Brooklyn Holdup. 


NEW YORK, July 13 (AP).—A 
Brooklyn jury early today con- 
victed three men of first degree 
robbery in one of the nation's big- 
gest cash holdups—the $427,950 ar- 
mored car robbery near the Rubel 
Ice Plan on Aug. 21, 1934. 

Judge William F. O'Dwyer re 
manded Stewart Wallace, Joseph 
Kress and Thomas Quinn to jail 
withing setting a date for sentenc- 
ing. 

The jury deliberated more than 
18 hours and once asked Judge 
O’Dwyer to repeat his instructions. 

Chief prosecution witness was 
John J. (Archy) Stewart, serving 
30 to 60 years in Dannemora pris- 
on for bank robbery. In exchange 
for a promise of immunity, Stewart 
testified he and the three defend- 
ants were among a group of eight 
men who plotted for two months, 
“cracked” the armored car and 
escaped in boats. 

Wallace already is serving 30 to 
60 years in Auburn prison for bank 
robbery. Kress was brought here 
for trial from Sing Sing, where he 
is under a three and one half to 
seven year sentence for possessing 
a machine gun. 

They were accused of participat- 
ing in the actual holdup and Quinn 
with piloting one of the two speed 
boats in which the robbers fled 
from the Brooklyn waterfront with- 
their loot. 

Two of eight other persons indict- 
ed in connection with the robbery 
are serving 77-year terms in Alca- 
traz for kidnaping, three are dead, 
one is a fugitive and two are await- 
ing trial as accessories.

WEEDING QUT ALIENS 


Action Taken to Safeguard 
Secrets of New Military 
Planes and to Bar Spies. 
WASHINGTON, July 13 (AP).— 


To safeguard secrets of new mili- 
tary planes designed for the ex- 


panding army and navy air forces, } 


aircraft manufacturers are quietly 
weeding out aliens from their em- 
ployes. 

At the direction of the War and 
Navy departments, foreign tech- 
nicians have been discharged re- 
cently or transferred to other than 
military work. Others hold their 
jobs only through short term of- 
ficial permits, issued after a close 
tab has been made of their reliabil- 
ity. 
Officials made the disclosure to- 
day, without divulging the number 
of persons affected, following an 
announcement by a Hartford 
(Conn,) firearms plant that all 
aliens working in its machine gun 
division would be let out immedi- 
ately. 

The action is one of several new 
measures to keep from foreign 
agents information which might 
damage the national defense. By 
all indications no general spy hunt 
has taken place or is in prospect. 

A 1936 law forbids employment of 
aliens on military contracts with- 
out express official permission, 

Until last year, permits were is- 
sued perfunctorily at the request 
of manufacturers, but now they are 
good for only three or six months. 
The Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion checks on the aliens.

ference in the situation,” said Re- 
publican leader McNary of Oregon. 
He thought Congress would ad- 
journ by Aug. 4 or 5. 

Senator Borah (Rep.), Idaho, said 
the isolation Senators also would 
sift reports that the administration 
plans a determined attempt to re- 
verse the 12 to 11 vote by which the 
Foreign Relations Committee post- 
poned consideration of neutrality 
legislation until the next session 
of Congress. 

There were indications that the 
administration’s next move might 
be a proposal that the committee 
approve a neutralit; bill with the 
understanding it would not be act- 
ed on now but would remain on the 
calendar for early consideration 
next session. 

Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
one of the 12 who voted Tuesday to 
defer action, said he thought such 
a compromise would not be ac- 
ceptable. 

Debate on Pensions. Winding Up. 
With hearings being held before 
both Senate and House banking 
committees on the lending pro- 
gram, the Senate was winding up 
debate on the Social Security 
amendments. The House already 
has approved them. 

The Senate rejected today on a 
voice vote a proposal to give the | 
needy aged a Federal pension of 
$3C a month. 

The Federal outlays’ would have 
been in addition to any state pay- 
ments. 

The proposal, offered by Senator 
Bilbo (Dem.), Mississippi, during 
consideration of amendments to 
the Social Security Act, was op- 
posed by Chairman Harrison 
(Dem.), Mississippi, of the Senate 
Finance Committee. 

Bilbo argued that “the old peo- 
ple might hold the balance of pow- 
er in the next election, and if we 
don’t serve them they will find 
some one who will.” 

He told Republican Senators 
they would “be on the spot” in 
1940 if they failed to vote for the 
proposal. 

Senator George said the Social 
Security Board had estimated the 
Bilbo plan would cost at least $450,- 
000,000 annually. 

In deciding to take up the $2,- 
600,000,000 lending bill, the House 
Banking Committee sidetracked the 
$800,000,000 Housing measure which 
has been before it for weeks fol- 
lowing Senate passage. However, 
Chairman Steagall (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, advised “not to count” the 
housing bill as dead. 

While Representative Wolcott of 
Michigan, senior Republican on the 
committee, thought the lending bill 
would be approved on a straight 
party vote, Democratic leaders be- 
lieved it would come up in the 
Senate next week with prespects 
good for passage. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, how- 
ever, served notice of opposition 
when he said the measure would 
give the President so much power 
that he would be able to revive the 
rejected Florida ship canal and the 
Passamaquoddy project off the 
Maine coast. 

Hearings on Lending Plan. 

Thomas H. MacDonald, Chief of 
the Public Roads Bureau, said to- 
day the nation could finance a 
set of super-highways by profiting 
on land values increased by them. 
Testifying before the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee on self-liquidating 
project proposals in Roosevelt’s 
lending program, MacDonald said 
tolls alone could not pay for such | 
roads, 

His idea is to buy extra strips 
of land along the highway and 
then, after the new road has shot 
up the value of adjacent land, to 
sell or rent them profitably. In 
addition, MacDonald said, states 
and municipalities might agree to 


set aside part of their motor tax 
revenues to pay for the roads. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
told the House Banking Commit- 
tee that non-workers on home re- 
lief were receiving more in assist- 
ance than 4,000,000 people living 
on farms were getting for their 
labors. Wallace, testifying on the 
lending proposal, asserted that 1,- 
700,000,000 farm families are re- 
ceiving average incomes of less 
than $500 a year including food 
and other goods produced for home 
use, 

“Nearly half this group had an- 
nual family incomes of less than 
$250,” he said. “This meant that

approximately 4,000,000 farm people 
are trying to exist on incomes of' 
about $1 a week per person.” 

The lending program includes 
$500,000,000 additional for self-liq- 


uidating farm tenancy loans. 

The Senate committee enter- 
tained a proposal by Senator Clark 
(Dem.), Idaho, that it add $100,- 
000,000 for reclamation projects to 
the program, 


CLEVELAND PRISONER NOW 
DENIES KILLING WOMAN 


Lawyer Says Man Insists He 
Was in Daze When He Con- 
fessed Decapitation. 

CLEVELAND, July 13 (AP).— 
Frank Dolezal denied last night 
that he killed Mrs, Florence Polillo, 
or that he is the killer of 12 per- 
sons, whose bodies were dismem- 
bered. His attorney, Fred P. 
Soukup, said after a jail cell inter- 
view with the prisoner. 

“He denies the Polillo killing,” 
Soukup said. “He denies he is 
the torso murderer. He says he 
was in a daze when he made his 
confession. I know a lot about 
how the confession was obtained, 
but I’m not prepared to say any- 
thing yet.” 

Soukup said that at his request 
Dr. L. J. Sternicki examined Dole 
zal and did not find any evidence 
of injuries but “he did find that 
Dolezal is subnormal mentally.”

| Jt originated as a routine bill, providing for a/ 


‘committee of 20 legislators, 10 from each house, to 
| maintain the legislative quarters and the Capitol li- 
| brary. Senator McReynolds of Carthage executed a 
rare strategic stroke when he successfully sponsored 
an amendment empowering this committee and its 
employes also to advise and assist in preparation and 
consideration of bills. 

Thus the measure authorizes creation of what pro- 


| gressive citizens and organizations have been urging

fruitiessly for years—a legislative council. It also 
‘embraces another important reform, the legislative 
| reference and drafting bureau, whose lack has long 
‘handicapped lawmaking efficiency in this State. 

| Two of Missouri’s neighbors, Illinois and Kansas,

| legislative council. In all these states, it has func- 
| tioned successfully. 

The affairs of government have grown so complex 
| that a Legislature can no longer deal with them ef- 
‘ficiently under the traditional hit-and-miss system. 
| The legislative council, comprising members of both 


' houses and sometimes other State officials, brings a. 


| new orderliness to lawmaking. It meets regularly 
| both during and between sessions. Its members make 
| careful studies of subjects likely to be considered by 
| the Legislature. They prepare reports stating both 
sides of all major issues, and draw up a tentative 
| legislative program, for the guidance of legislators 
when the session opens, 

It is obvious that this plan eliminates many of the 
| time-wasting practices and the errors of omission by 
which an average legislative session is dogged. Hun- 
dreds of bills, many duplicating, many of trivial im- 
port, are thrown into the hopper when the session 
‘opens. Legislators’. unfamiliarity with issues makes 
them ready prey for the pressure groups.

Back from a busman’s vacation in England and 
France, Walter Lippmann has written on the state of 
Europe. He speaks guardedly, as usual. But he 
makes one explicit statement which confirms the 
impression of diligent readers of the news. “The 
axis does not now have the power to impose its will.” 

As to which is the stronger militarily, the axis or 
the British-French alliance, no opinion is ventured. 
The censensus seems to be that neither possesses a 
decisive superiority. If war should come, it is a 
question which would win. But there is no question, 
in Lippmann’s judgment, as to the consequence of 
another “important conquest” by either of the dicta- 
tors. It means a general war. 

Can the dictators, severally or jointly, abandon the 
march to empire? Can they survive “the weak, pip- 
ing times of peace?” Among the trained observers 
who think they cannot is Walter Lippmann. He has 
not infrequently said as much. Another is Max Ler- 
ner, who in his widely read book delivered the ulti- 


'matum: 


“They must expand or perish.” So the 
pause in the Danzig affair may be only the calm be- 
fore the storm. The alternative of the Junkers when 
the last Hohenzollern cast the die may be confronting 
Hitler: “World domination or downfall.” 

Is it possible, one wonders, that Neville Chamber- 
lain, sparring for time at Munich, outsmarted the 
Fuehrer? Certainly the British Prime Minister was 
convinced of his country’s unpreparedness at the 
time.

Ever have a home “milk bar” 
with the “fixin’s” for cold specials 
on a hot summer day? It is an ef- 
fective way of providing both food 
and coolth for the family. 

Fruit syrup, chocolate sauce, 
eanned fruits and charged water— 
all kept bottled in the refrigerator 
and ready for use—vanilla or al- 
mond extract, a small jar of honey, 
paper or glass straws, colorful 
glasses, a beverage shaker, and per- 
haps maraschino cherries for bot- 
tom-of-the-glass surprises are ade- 
quate “milk bar” ingredients. When 
they are kept on an easily-reached 
shelf near the refrigerator, children, 
as well as grown-ups, can easily 
shake their own drinks. 

For children 2 to 12 years old, 
during the mid-afternoon lunch js 
a good time to use the milk bar. 
The milk drinks at lunch help to 
get into their day’s diet the quart 
of milk recommended for helping 
build sound bones and teeth and 
strong muscles, the college nutri- 
tionists say.

To reduce local taxes, he urged 
that title to the property should, 
after amortization, pass to the mu- 
nicipality in which it is situated, 
which, in return for the equity, 
would be willing to decrease taxes. 
| With these two things brought 
about, he thought, the principal ob- 
stacles to low rents would be re- 
moved. 

A further suggestion was 
the principal of the actual invest- 
ment in housing, or part of it, be 
insured by the Federal Govern- 
ment, together with an interest 
rate of per cent.

NE might object that ssoO- 
(pis: a dictator for 16 yea has 

been ruling in fashion similar 
to Hitler an equally spirited na- 
tion. Yet, much as one has to 
condemn both men’s methods, one 
should distinguish between their 
characters. Hitler, during the de- 
cisive decade, from the fifteenth 
to the twenty-fifth year of his life, 
indolent, & talentless painter, 
drained first his mother’s pocket- 
book, then the benevolent asylums, 
as we described in our first article. 
Mussolini, the son of a blacksmith, 
stood next to the fire, helping his 
father to bend the glowing iron; 
at night, the evening, he would 
listen to his father’s revolutionary 
conversations with his friends. He 
became a teacher, sought to ac- 
quire from prohibited pamphiets 
the knowledge his father lacked, 
was locked up at the age of 18. 
He fled to Switzerland, became a 
mason, sleeping under the bridge; 
he returned, was again locked up

Seriously -wounded in the 
war, he returned, founded his own 
party, and within three years rose 
the rank of Government chief. 
All he invented was imitated later 
by Hitler: the establishment of a 
party army, the Roman greeting, 
party shirt—the other's biack, 
own brown—the party song; 
even his own title, “Fuehrer,” Hit- 
ler simply translated from “Duce.” 

But Mussolini all his life did ev- 
erything himself. He can ride a 
horse, drive: he obtained his pilot's 
license at the age of 53; he operates 
a tractor, takes up the ax to set a 
concrete example. He lives the life 
of a healthy man, is the father of 
five children, is clear-minded, not 
nervous or hysterical. In his bear-
